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Old Bridge Of Garry. The River Garry, issuing 
from the foot of Loch Garry, runs 22 miles, mainly 
through Blair Athole, and finally, below the Pass of 
Killiecrankie, it falls into the Tummel. One of the 
most impetuous rivers in Scotland, it is, as Queen 
Victoria writes; “very fine; rolling over large stones, 
forming perpetual falls, with birch and mountain-ash 
growing down to the water’s edge.” 
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
